KPFA  RADIO  ARTS  PROJECT 


In  1973  KPFA  received  a  grant 
from  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts  for  the  production  of  works 
for  radio  by  writers  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Area.  Project  Director, 
Erik  Bauersfeld  designed  the  pro- 
gram to  make  it  possible  for  writers 
to  become  acquainted  with  the  audio/ 
radio  medium,  and  to  work  with 
sound  technicians,  composers  and 
engineers.   During  this  first  period, 
the  grant  project  did  not  chose  or 
commission  work,  rather  it  was  left 
to  an  initial  selection  of  writers  to 
decide  on  what  they  would  produce. 

Beginning  with  the  December 
Folio,  the  programs  completed  will 
be  broadcast  on  Tuesday  evenings.

The  concept  of  "third  world" 
came  to  public  attention  in  1954  at 
the  Bandung  conference  in  Bandung, 
Indonesia.  The  Conference  was 
attended  by  representatives  of  Asia 
and  Africa,  who  defined  themselves 
as  a  political  union  based  on  mutual 
needs  and  a  common  problem,  the 
rape  of  raw  materials  from  their  lands 
and  the  exploitation  of  their  people 
by  western  corporate  governments. 
Through  their  understanding  of  their 
common  needs,  ones  of  survival  and 
the  development  of  nation  building 
skills,  they  came  together  in  solidarity 
and  pointed  out  the  direction  for 
most  people  in  underdeveloped 
nations.  We,  as  Third  World  people, 
accept  our  historical  duty  and  see 
communication  as  one  necessary  part 
in  a  total  committment  of  a  body  of 
people  to  exist. 

Third  World  people  have  been 
historically  relegated  to  less  than  first 
class  status,  not  to  mention  the  way  in 
which  the  cultures  and  histories  of 
Third  World  people  have  been  slander- 
ed and  generally  mis-represented  by 
the  white-dominated  institutions.  We 
see  ourselves  as  the  only  people  re- 
sponsible and  capable  of  adequately 
dealing      th  general  issues  affecting 
the  lives  of  Third  World  people.   Our 
programs  now  constitute  a  definite 
programming  area.   They  cower  a 
number  of  subjects  involving  cultural 
as  well  as  political  themes,  directing 
themselves  towards  Third  World  com- 
munities but  not  excluding  our  rela- 
tionship to  the  general  audience. 

Over  the  last  few  years,  the  Third 
World  Project  has  progressed  in  the 
areas  of  expanded  participation  by 
Third  World  people,  technical  skill, 
program  development  and  general 
organization,  to  the  point  that  de- 
partmental status  is  essential  to  the 
organizational  needs  of  the  Third 
World  Project. 

Through  the  development  of  the 
department,  we  will  be  able  to  more 
systematically  train  and  orient  our 
people  in  mastering  the  technical 
operation  of  functioning  in  a  radio 
station  and  relating  to  the  laws  of 
the  F.C.C.  in  terms  of  licensing, 
access  and  affirmative  action. 

What  we  will  be  doing  is  giving  our 
community  something  that  most  if 
not  all  of  American  radio  is  not  giv- 
ing. That  is,  a  Third  World  perspec- 
tive on  our  news,  and  culture.  We 
will  be  giving  the  Third  World  com- 
munities what  is  ours  in  terms  of 
music,  events,  historical  perspectives, 
contemporary  perspectives  and  par- 
ticipation. We  hope  to  get  from  our 
communities  an  increased  awareness 
that  our  resources  are  accessible  to 
them  and  that  we  are  actually  depen- 
dent on  them  for  resources. 

We  feel  that  through  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Third  World  department, 
a  more  harmonious  relationship  in- 
side the  station  can  exist.  We  wel- 
come the  good  faith  attitude  that  is 
being  taken  and  feel  confident  that  we 
will  be  of  mutual  benefit  here  at 
KPFA  and  to  the  listening  audience.

Africa:  The  Will  to  Survive 

For  years  the  images  of  Africa 
projected  by  the  West  have  been  the 
classic  racist  myths  of  Tarzan  swing- 
ing through  the  trees,  the  ignorant 
savage,  cannabalism  and  the  perennial 
missionary-in-the-pot.   In  short,  the 
mental  picture  of  Africa  has  been  one 
of  the  "Dark  Continent,"  laying  by 
the  wayside  of  history  and  civilization.! 

Contrary  to  this  stereotype,  African 
people  have  made  profound  contribu-  I 
tions  to  science,  culture  and  social 
organization.   From  medical  discover- 
ies, domesticating  of  livestock,  and 
smelting  of  iron,  not  to  mention  other 
metal  work,  woodcarving  and  pottery; 
all  these  things  can  be  traced  to  Africa. 

Ancient  African  Kingdoms  of  Mali, 
Benin  and  Zimbabwe  rivalled  those  of 
Europe  in  social  and  economic  organi- 
sation, and  certainly  exceeded  Europe 
in  created  efficient  and  equitable  sys- 
tems of  communal  land-distribution 
and  division  of  labor. 

In  many  ways,  1974  has  been  the 
year  of  Africa.  The  winds  of  change 
that  have  blown  across  the  African 
continent  have  planted  the  seeds  of 
independence  in  Guinea-Bissau,  Angola 
and  Mozambique,  dethroned  Haile 
Selassie  in  Ethiopia,  and  seen  the  ac- 
celeration of  armed  African  resistance 
to  white  colonial  rule  in  Zimbabwe 
(Rhodesia)  and  Nimibia  (South  West 
Africa).  On  the  negative  side,  the 
threat  of  famine  and  starvation  in  the 
Sahel  (West  and  Central  Africa)  has 
also  captured  headlines. 

The  staging  of  the  Foreman-Ali 
world  heavyweight  fight  in  Kinshasa, 
Zaire,  also  called  world  attention  to 
Africa.  Though  through  the  jaded 
image  of  a  commercial  spectacle,  the 
fight  demonstrated  the  potential  for 
global  communications  and  the  pos- 
sibility of  instant  awareness  of  Africa 
via  space-age  communications. 

Aided  by  the  facilities  and  efforts 
of  Earl  Ofari,  from  sister  station 
KPFK,  KPFA  will  attempt  in  Decem- 
ber to  probe  beyond  the  scant  head- 
lines and  provide  an  in-depth  look  at 
the  news,  views  and  developments  on 
the  African  continent. 

The  importance  of  Africa  on  the 
world  scene  is  growing  daily,  as  is 
American  involvement.   By  breaking 
the  "white-out"  by  the  media  on 
Africa,  and  the  Third  World  in  gen- 
eral, the  newly  created  Third  World 
Department  is  engaged  in  a  continual 
effort  to  keep  abreast  of  world  devel- 
opments and  to  link  these  interna- 
tional developments  to  the  struggle  of 
Third  World  people  in  the  U.S.. 

This  comprehensive  month-long 
series  attempts  to  create  an  awareness 
of  the  changing  conditions  on  the 
African  continent  in  the  hope  of  en- 
hancing understanding  of  Africa  and 
the  underdeveloped  world  in  general, 
as  relates  to  Americans,  especially 
Third  World  people.
